On October 23, 24, 25 the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce is sponsoring its 
first October Festival, which 
will be an annual affair. 
Unique about this event is 
that all the artists with their 
many crafts and paintings 
will be showing heir talents 
in front of all the merchants’ 
buildings on the sidewalks 
rather than in the usual 
Kersting Court display. 

The Thursday through Sat 
urday event is drawing ar- 
lisians from all over the 
southwest under the artist 
chairmanship of Wayne 
Denny, chamber board mem¬ 
ber. There will be demon¬ 
strations of all kinds and a 
variety of materials so that 
yoiu can get some choice 
things for Christmas giving. 

This event is one of the 
first of the Bicentennial 
events that the town will be 
offering throughout the com¬ 
ing months leading up to the 
big one on July fourth 1976. 
The three day event will end 
with the annual Halloween 
window painting contest 
that is enjoyed by the chil¬ 
dren and visitors in town. 

The quality of this event 
is very high, and is regard¬ 
ed as one of the better 
events in the valley. You 
might want to pass the word 
along to vour friends and 
suggest their attendance. It 
is pointed o>ut that there are 
tw 0 new restaurants in town, 
and a host of new shops for 
them to visit.

The following is a copy of 
a letter from Senator H. L. 
Richardson and Sen a t o r 
Newton R. Russell to Super¬ 
visor Peter F. Scha.barum.

A page one headline in 
the October 1, 1975 edition 
of the “Los Angeles Times” 
caught our attention, and it 
left us angry and with a 
fooling of dismay that we’re 
sure is shared by the great 
majority of tire people living 
in the Pasadena U.nif i o d 
School District. 

The headline read, “Pasa¬ 
dena Told to Halt Any More 
Fundamental Schools.” 

The story, written by Ro¬ 
bert Rawitdh, concerned an 
order issued by U.S. District 
Judge Manuel Real, under 
whose forced busing order 
the Pasadena school district 
has been operating for the 
past several years. Not con¬ 
tent with his already dicta¬ 
torial, biased plan which has 
served to further divide the 
community and create more 
racial hatred than existed 
before, Judge Real now has 
decided hi s one - man rule 
would dictate that there can 
be no expansion of the “fun¬ 
damental sohool" conce p t 
which is proving so success¬ 
ful.

three Rs, patriotism and dis¬ 
cipline. We realize how un¬ 
heard of some of those 
things are in today’s sophis¬ 
ticated world, taut the fact 
is these principles are work¬ 
ing. Even a rudimentary in¬ 
vestigation by Judge .Real 
would have shown that AIJ. 
children involved in the 
fundamental schools have 
shown a marked improve¬ 
ment in their learning skills. 
And furthermo re, black 
school children have shown 
greater improvement than 
the white children. 

Since Judge Real does not 
seem to be concerned about 
learning, lie apparently .did 
not bother to check some of 
these facts. The school dis¬ 
trict can supply you with 
any statistical data you 
need. We won’t go into that 
now. 

Rather ,the point of this 
letter i.s to express to you our 
very strong feeling that be¬ 
cause ot Judge Real’s biased, 
dictatorial abuse of his jitdi- 
ciau authority, we are of the 
opinion that the Board of 
Supervisors should eliminate 
him from further considera¬ 
tion for appointment as Dis¬ 
trict Attorney. 

Not only has Judge Real 
shown his bia s and lack of 
real concern for the educa¬ 
tion of ALL the children, but 
these actions obviously could 
create a conflict of interest 
in fh.o enforcement of the 
laws of Los Angeles County. 

We represent a very large 
section of the county, and 
we can’t believe Judge Real 
could even remotely repre¬ 
sent tlie best interests of the 
majority of our constituents, 
were he to be appointed Dis- 
tiict Attorney. We believe his 
actions really show a con¬ 
tempt of the great majority 
of the people, including a 
great many black residents, 
in the Pasadena Unified 
School District. 

For these reasons, we res¬ 
pectfully urge you and the 
other members of the Board 
of Supervisors to eliminate 
Judge Real from further 
eonsi,deration in the difficult 
decision you must make in 
apopinting a mew District 
Attorney.

The will states that the 
“■big house shall be used as 
a rest home and/or as an 
historical museum” and 1 that 
it “shall be kept and main¬ 
tained without any change 
in architecture, interior or 
exterior, and the gardens ad¬ 
jacent thereto, planned by 
my mother, shall be main¬ 
tained as now laid out, it 
being my direction that said 
Hildrene shall be a memo¬ 
rial to my mother and 
grandparents.” 

Mis s Mary Lincoln Beck¬ 
with’s grandfather, Robert 
Todd Lincoln, was the only 
son of Abraham Lincoln to 
live to maturity. 

The will also states that 
the chiurch may sell the 
lands, building, and per 
sonal property, at public or 
private sale, if “it is im¬ 
practical to keep and main¬ 
tain said Hildrene estate as 
a memorial.” 

Proceeds from such a sale 
must be used to promote 
and extend the Christian 
Science religion, according 
to the will. 

Miss Beckwith is survived 
by her brother, Robert Todd 
Lincoln Beckwith, the last 
living descendant of the 
Civil War President.

„„„„ At Los Banos 

CARROT TOP Th.e annual Los Banos 

Community Hospital Phea¬ 
sant Hunt will offer 6,000 
acres of prime pheasant 
land to hunters this year, 
1,000 acres more than in the 
past, according to Stanley 
Albertson, ’75 H-unt chair¬ 
man. 

“We are still going to 
limit the number of hunters 
to 400, so with the additional 
acreage, this should 'be our 
best hunt ever,” Albertson 
said 1 . The hunt site is located 
at a former private licensed 
pheasant club, between two 
wikilife refuges. 

Permits are now being is¬ 
sued, hunters may sign up 
by mailing their check for 
$30 per hunter to: Pheasant 
Hunt, P.O. Box 2117, Los 
Banos, CA 93635. The $30 
donation will be good for 
hunting for (he entire sea¬ 
son. Upon receipt of the do¬ 
nation, registration forms 
will be mailed. Hunters will 
be accepted on a first come 
first served basis. 

In addition to native birds, 
plans call for the release of 
several hundred birds. On 
opening day, the Los Banos 
Rotary Cllub will hold a 
spaghetti feed at hunt head¬ 
quarters, and coffee and do¬ 
nuts will be available to 
hunters all day, seved by Los 
Banos Explorer Scouts.

If its money they learn quick: Assemblyman Hershel 
Rosenthal (D), elected last year and still about a year 
away from his next campaign sent 4,500 invitations out 
to a $100 a plate dinner, in his own honor, to be held 
October 15, 1975. If half of those Invited buy the tickets, 
the sum would amount to over $200,000. If they all bought 
tickets it would amount to $450,000. 

Money-wise these political dinners are strange “gim¬ 
micks.” The money collected at these dinners need not 
be spent lor campaign purposs and the honoree can put 
the profits from these dinners into a Swiss bank account 
and draw on it the rest of his ife. 

Recently enacted proposition 9 did not cover this 
private money raising deal, but did prohibit Ihe solicita¬ 
tion of these dinner ticket funds from registered lobbyists. 
However Assemblyman Rosenthal mailed one of his in¬ 
vitations to a registered lobbyist and now claims this w'as 
a "big mistake,” but added, “I am very much aware of 
my legal obligations.” If this is true, how come? 

One other lobbyist said he had received so many 
of these invitations he could not keep track of them all. 
So mistakes seem to abound. 

Regarding the latest federal campaign law which was 
supposed to be fair to all candidates on an equal basis, 
an incumbent member of U.S. House of Representatives 
has a financial advantage over other candidates of $488,- 
505. This was the finding of an organization called Ameri¬ 
can for Democratic Action. (ADA). 

ADA noted that 95 per cent of the incumbent con¬ 
gressmen were re-elected in the last four years and that 
this extra money gave incumbents a “tremendous ad¬ 
vantage” over all non-incumbent challengers. 

The point is that th eincumbents, who enacted this 
supposedly fair campaign law, saw to it that it was 
a loaded law to benefit themselves. A crooked law, so 
cleverly drawn as to hide from most people its true 
intent. Far worse than Watergate. 

The legislature has passed and the Governor has 
signed a law to bar employers from going to court for 
injunctions to control or limit peaceful picketing by labor 
unions. This means that unlimited numbers of strikers can 
mass picket any business to the extent that no person 
can either enter or leave a business location. This bill 
was introduced by Senator George Moscone (D) San Fran¬ 
cisco. This law will bar any employer from having his 
day in court and in my opinion, is unconstitutional.

“The ability of the Republican Party to present an 
alternative voice and put forward alternative options 
is much more seriously diminished than most people rea¬ 
lize,” Congressman Alphonzo Boll told the California As¬ 
sociation of Reatlors on Friday, October 3. 

Addressing an afternoon political action session of 
the 71st annual convention of the 80,000 members state 
realtors organization, Bell described the decline of the 
two party system in the United State and argued that 
the “situation must be of concern not just to Republicans 
but to all Americans.” 

“The problem is not a new one, and it did not begin 
with Watergate,” Bell said. "Nine monhts ago when the 
newly elected 94th Congress first convened in Washing¬ 
ton, this nation began the twentieth consecutive year of 
Democratic control of the House and Senate. It is the 
longest uninterrupted domination of the legislative branch 
of our federal government by one political party in modern 
American political history.” 

Citing a Gallup Poll released recently which showed 
affiliation with the Republican Party in the Unietd States 
has dropped to a new low of 21 per cent of the nation’s 
voters, the Congressman observed: “If this downward 
trend continues at the same rate as it has over the last 
six years, there will be no Repubicans left by 1998.’’ 

“Today,” he noted, “there are substantially more 
IJeoplc who describe themselves as “independent” than as 
Republican. Seventy-five per cent of our population lives 
in states which elected Democartic governors last No¬ 
vember. Republican representation in our state legisla 
tures is lower than at any time since the Great De¬ 
pression. And only five Republicans presently serve as 
mayors of the nation’s 30 largest cities.” 

A former chairman of the Republican State Central 
Committee of California, Bell addl'd: "This nation needs 
a healthy' two-party system. It needs an effective alterna¬ 
tive voice in Washington and in Sacramento. We are 
hurt by extended, uninterrupted periods of control by one 
party. Such control leads to the compounding, the snow- 
lulling, of error, as we have seen so clearly in Washing¬ 
ton for almost a generation.” 

Alphonzo Bell is an eight term member of the United 
States House of Representatives. He is also the third 
generation of a family which has been active in Cali¬ 
fornia real estate si ace before the turn of the century. 
The cities of Bell and Bel Gardens are named after the 
Bell family. The residential community of Bel Air in West 
Los Angeles was also a Bell family project. 

The four day annual convention of the California As¬ 
sociation of Realtors began on Wednesday, October 1. It 
was held at the Disneyland Hotel in Anaheim.
